During the 12-month period after the housing authority submits this notice to you and DHCD, your rent will not
be increased, your rental agreement will not change, except as permitted under the existing rental agreement;
you cannot be evicted, except for a lease violation (including nonpayment of rent) or violation of law that
threatens the health and safety of the building residents; and the housing authority will not take any action to
demolish, liquidate, or otherwise dispose of your unit. Furthermore, the housing authority shall not require you
to surrender possession of your unit until at least 12 months after serving this notice unless otherwise allowed
by law. Please Note: The information provided applies only to requirements outlined in the Code of Virginia.
Any separate or additional HUD requirements still apply.
